Counterfolls of these 
numbers are mixed in the 
approved way and the butcher's 
pretty 2l-year-old daughter 
picks out the winning numbers.

This butcher has found his 
scheme very successful, and 
his rivals are complaining, He 
replies: “Lot them do the sama 
if they want to, Nothing stops 
them.”

JULIUS KATCHEN’S 
LAST CONCERT 


It was with ‘the feeling of revisiting an‘o'd friend. 
that we went to the third and last of Julius Katchen’s 


piano recitals last night at 


the Empire. Theatre, and it 


was with real regret that we parted from him after 
another brilliant and entirely ‘satisfying concert. 


After hearing his Mozart 
encore the first evening, it was’ 
no surprise that Katchen play- 
ed the opening work of the 
concert, -Mozant's A major 
Sonata K.331, with simple de- 
llcacy and without: the 
exaggerated bravado sometimes 
used- in the “Turkish” last 
movement. This was how the 
Sonata thould be pisyz¢, end 
ft ‘has been jhe keynote cf 
Katchen’s performances that his 
renderings are just’ as they 
should be, and that {f the less 
gifted of us were able to play 
so surerbly, that jis how we 
should fo #t. 


«The Beethoven 32 Variations 
on a tueme in C minor, which 
followed, is not of the same 
greatness aos the two Sonatas 
already played, but though each 
variation is very short, the work 
has consistency and contmuilty. 
Katchen ts a fine Beethoyen 
player; after. these tiree 
concerts, the opinion can “be 
safely expreseed that he is* at 
his best in Secthoven and 
Brahms. It would be interest- 
ing to hear him’ play more 
Bach; next time he comvs,.let 
us have more of this greatest 
master of all.
